right of hia brains. Mentally Waite 
and Lewellyn are little men; mentally 
Altgeld is comparatively great. They 
are one in their capacity to damn all 
things and conditions that eiist; they 
are distinct in that the Illinois governor 
has the capacity to do as well as to 
damn. The latter can do much evil; 
tbo others can only nttor it. 


The most notorious act of Altgeld a 


administration waa his pardon oi the 
Chicago anarchists. Those people no- 
toriously belonged to tho bloody brother- 
hood; they preached the destruction o! 
government, and they incited to riot 
and murder. Alter the bloody Hay- 
market scenes they were tried, convicted 
and imprisoned. Their pardon was duo 
eololy to the Governor's sympathy with 
their kind. Tbc ahamelulness ot the 
»« was comparable only with tho ohatne- 
loasness of its doer. 


Altgeld was a leading spirit in the 


Democratic national convention of last 
year lie it was, aa much as any one 
man, who breathed into that convention 
a spirit that could not ba tolerated by 9 
majority of the American people.
